Creative Arts Group Offers Fun Cuiture

What do you do with 200 
art students, half a dozen 
potters’ wheels, ceramic and 
enameling kilns, and an art 
gallery when the building you 
are renting is about to be 
sold out from under you to a 
developer who plans to tear 
it down? 

Creative Arts Group of 
Sierra Madre faced this prob¬ 
lem just a few months ago 
when the property they rent 
was listed for sale by the 
owner. 

Fortunately, they were res¬ 
cued by a group of loyal com¬ 
munity supporters who quick¬ 
ly organized under the ban¬ 
ner of “Friends of Creative 
Arts” and bought the prop¬ 
erty. This group plans to 
maintain the ownership of 
the property for the next three 
years, thus giving Creative 
Arts group time in which 


to raise funds to purchase 
the property themselves. 

At the present, the C.A.G. 
board of directors and the 
many volunteers who lend 
their support to the group 
have accepted the challenge 
and are diligently working to 
raise the necessary funds. In 
just a few months’ time they 
have already passed the 
$25,000 mark, with a final 
goal of $133,000. 

In addition to their yearly 
fund-raising projects (a fall 
art sale and a benefit din¬ 
ner in the spring) which aid 
the operation of classes, new 
projects have been added. 

These are: a bi-annual rum¬ 
mage sale, a special “build- 
ing-fund-artists” group which 
meets weekly to create 
unique art items for sale, and 
a tennis tournament which is

Here’s what could 
happen to you 

(This editorial piece is from Assemblyman Dick 
Mountjoy who, with other state and local officials, 
urges everyone not to drive after drinking. Ed.) 

During this busy hoiiday season i want to 
share with you this siow-motion, spiit-second 
reconstruction of what happens when a car, 
traveiing 55 mph, crashes into a solid, Im¬ 
movable tree. This information was developed 
at the Madigan Army Hospital, Tacoma Wash¬ 
ington. Please have a safe holiday and drive 
carefully. 

One-Tenth of a Second 

The front bumper and chrome “frosting” of 
the grill work collapse. Slivers of steel 
penetrate the tree to a depth of one and 
one-half inches or more. 

Two-Tenths of a Second 

The hood crumples as it rises, smashing 
into the windshield. — Spinning rear 
wheels leave the ground. — The front 
fenders come into contact with the tree, 
forcing the rear parts out over the front 
door. — The heavy structural members 
of the car begin to act as a brake on the 
terrific forward momentum of the two- 
and-a-half ton car. — But the driver’s body 
continues to move forward at the vehicle’s 
original speed (20 times normal force of 
gravity, his body weight is 3200 pounds). 
— His legs, ramrod straight, snap at the 
knee Joints. 

Three-Tenths of a Second 

The driver’s body is now off the seat, 
torso upright, broken knees pressing 
against the dashboard. — The plastic and 
steel frame of the steering wheel begins 
to bend under his terrible death grip. — His 
head Is now near the sun visor, his chest 
above the steering column. 

Four-Tenths of a Second 

The car’s front 24 inches have been de¬ 
molished, but the rear end is still traveling 
at an estimated speed of 35 mph. — The 
body of the driver is still traveling 55 mph. 
— The half-ton motor block crunches Into 
the tree. — The rear end of the car, like 
a bucking horse, rises high enough to 
scrape bark off low branches. 

Five-Tenths of a Second 

The driver’s fear-frozen hands bend the 
steering column into an almost vertical 
position. — The force of gravity Impales 
him on the steering shaft. — Jagged steel 
punctures lung and intercostal arteries. 
— Blood spurts into lungs. •« 

Six-Tenths of a Second 

The driver’s feet are ripped from his tightly- 
laced shoes. — The brake pedal shears 
off at the floor boards. — The chassis 
bends in the middle, shearing body bolts. 

— The driver’s head smashes into the 
windshield. — The rear of the car begins 
its downward fall, spinning wheels dig¬ 
ging into the ground. 

Seven-Tenths of a Second 

The entire writhing body of the car Is 
forced out of shape. — Hinges tear, doors 
spring open. — In one last convulsion, 
the seat rams forward, pinning the driver 
against the cruel steel of the steering 
shaft. — Blood leaps from his mouth, 
shock has frozen his heart. — The driver 
is now dead! 

Elapsed time: 

Only seven-tenths of a second.

BICYCLE LICEnSES 


The City reminds anyone who received 
a new bicycle for Christmas, or has 
an old bicycle with a yellow license, 
that now is the time to protect it with 
a current license. 

Owners can purchase a blue license, 
good until December 31, 1982, for an 
Initial fee of $1. The large blue 
number sticker is good until December 
31, 1982, with the blue renewal sticker. 
All yellow stickers are null and void 
as of December 31, 1981. 

If motorized bicycles are currently 
registered through a local jurisdiction, 
as of July 1, 1981, they may be oper¬ 
ated until July 1, 1982 before regis¬ 
tration with the Department of Motor 
Vehicles.

BUSinESS LICEnSES 


A reminder to all persons operating 
a business in the City of Sierra Madre: 
Business licenses are required for 
individuals who are engaged in any 
business within the city. 

The term "business" applies to all 
professions, trades, occupations. 
Including businesses by vehicle, 
vendors or peddlers, and those using 
their residences as places of business. 

Deadline for business licenses is 
February 1 . After that date, a penalty 
of 5% per month will be applied. 

In general, the five categories of 
business licenses and the fees are as 
follows: Busslness by vehicle, $42; 

Contractors, $18 per quarter, or $60 
per year; Established place of busi¬ 
ness, $42; Home occupation, $30; Vend¬ 
ing machine operator, percentage of 
the gross. 

Licenses are to be posted in a con¬ 
spicuous place on the premises, or 
carried. City decals, when issued to 
vehicles doing business in the city, 
shall be posted on the rear of the 
vehicles for easy visibility. Vehicles 
without the decal displayed will be 
cited, if work is in process without 
a license.
